Please ahip at onoe 100,000 
ponndi of &eah bread, 20,(i0u pounds to 
oe shipped each day for five days, 10,000, 
via Balnmnre and Ohio, and 10,000 via 
Pennsylvaiiia railroad, 8,000 (luart cans 
of tomatoee, ludf via Baltimore and 
Ohio and half via Pennsylvania railroad, 

4, UU0 quiu-t cans of com, ditto; 10 barrels 
of vinegar, ditto; 2,000 boxes pepjwr, 
ditto; 00 bushels onions, ditto; UK) 
cbeesea, ditto. The etnergeney is yery 
great, and uuless shipments )>cgiu to- 
day there will be a famina in thisentire 
valley. 

Orders were placed within a few min- 
utes for the entire ainonnt of the re pii- 
sitiou, amounting to alnjut *H.(H)(I, and 
the tirst shipment was made y i sterdiiy.

Chk A(io, June 13.— Whpn Alexander 
Sullivan appeared in the court room, 
shortly after 4 o'clock, and made a dig- 
nified bow to the bench, he was ns cool 
as a eucumb(>r. To see his calm f tec, 
his selt'-possessed air, his sjjot less linen 
and fault!i >~s attire, no one wouM i.avo 
imagine 1 that he had iieen taken from 
his bed tlie night before and eo,ifined 
the interval in a not over iiniting eeil 
in the cdunty jail. 

At tin- outset State's .\ttoruey Lonf;e- 
necker tiled a demuiTer to tlie pr u'eeil- 
ings on the ground that tlie eyideuee 
against Sulliyan had not been incorpo- 
rated in the petition ff)r tlie wiitof 
habiM'8 c<>ri)us, but it was soon deyelopetl 
that the opinion he cited in siij>poft of 
the position had lieen rendered twelve 
years iK'fore the enatitment of the pres- 
ent habaes c<jrpns act. Stirring argu- 
ments in behalf of Sullivan s ivrmission 
to bail were then niiulo by A. S. Trude 
and ex-Senators Gilbert and Duncan. 

They held that there was ilot a jot op 
tittle in the evidence presented at that 
inquest that justified the deprivation of 
Sullivan vi his liberty; that a dog would 
not be judged on the mass of gossip aud 
suspicion that went to make tip the case 
agiunst liini. and that tha veraot of the 
jury lackoil eohenenoyor definite char- 
acter. In replying the state's attorney 
admitted that the case sgoinst Sullivan 
was not so strong as against some of the 
other prisoners, but objected to aotiaa 
being taken while the grand jnry was 
considering the case. 

Juilge Tuley reviewed the sitoation at 
length. He koid that on the facto pre* 
sented he should be inclined to dis- 
charge the prisoner, were it not for the 
fact that the grand jury had the case in 
hand. The verdict wae ezoeedinglv in- 
definite and informal The states 
attorney he thought shoold show that 
there was sufficient oause to hold the 
nrisoner. A long discussion ensued a*id 
finally, at Bfr. Bullivans request Mr. 
Trude agreed to join issues with the 
state and let the judge r«ad over the 
testimony token at the inquest Jtidge 
Tuley saying that he would consider it 
legally and without prejudice. Sulliyan 
was Chen remanded to jail until lo 
ololook Friday morning, when the coui t 
will render a decision. If the eyideuee 
is not sufficient in the courts oi>iiiion, 
he can discharge the aocused if no in- 
dictment is returned, luul admit him to 
bail if there is an indictment.

An K.iciirKion Trnln Loaded With Chtlil- 
rea Destroyed la a Collislnn— It Is He- 
llnved That St IiOaSt Fa«r Unuilred 
\V<Te Injnred. 

Dt nr.iN, June 13. —An exetirsien train 
containing a large number of oasseiigi'i's 
was thrown from the track near Ar- 
magh Wednesday morning. The cars 
were reduced to splinters, and a number 
of persons were killed. Th" nninber of 
wounded is not defiuitely known, but 
it is large, and soma of the injured will 
die. 

The railroad accident near Armagh is 
without it parallel in the history of r.iil- 
roading in Irt'lamL The train cai iAinK 
the Sunday scht)ol excursion bouial for 
the ]>oi)ular little seaside lesort of War- 
renspoint ^vlls mode up of two set^tions. 
and fully \2.W)0 children and their rela- 
tives and teachers were on board. This 
train, a short distance out of Armagh, 
was ascen*ling a steep grade to u bank 
that rises to a height of fifty feet, when 
tlie engine of tlie rear section gave out 
and was unable to draw the heayy train. 

In some way, wluch is not now clear- 
ly understood, several of the rear cars 
became detached from the balance of 
the tndn and started down the steep 
grade. In a few seconds the cars were 
going down hill at a terrific rote of 
speed, with the brakea either utterly 
useless, or from ndgUgenoe on the part 
of the guard, without proper attention. 
Had the track on the level just below 
the grade been olear for any coneideva- 
ble distance, tha detaehed cars might 
have loat their momentum and the ter- 
rible ooddent that followed been avert- 
ed; but, unfortunataly, the regular train 
from Armagh followed just behind the 
rear section of the aionrgion train, and 
witii tlie locomotive of this tiain the de- 
tached cars came into collision with ter- 
xifio force, wrecking the locomotive as 
wdl as the cars themselves. 

The scenes at the wreck immediatalv 
after the aooidant mn heartrending in 
the extreme. The rear tei^an of the 
excursion train, from which the ill-fated 
oars had become detached was stopped 
after proceeding but a short distance 
and the pa.s««'ugerB, as well as thoro of 
the forward section, soon ran l)ack to 
render assistance to the little children 
in the wre<!ked cars, where maimed and 
mangled bodies showeil symptoms oi 
life. The dead and tiie dying httle ones 
Were scatte red in inextricable confusion 
among the jagged timl>ers and twisted 
iron work of the wTeck. and the groans 
of the iiiipii.soned sutf'erers mingled in 
an awful din with the shrieks of their 
more fortunate com])anions w ho stcnyl 
by ]>owei less to art't)rd assistance!. 

People fiom the Hurroundiiig country 
tliM'ked t^) the st^ene, and set to work to 
reiiioye the victims from tlie wrei-k. 
Physicians were summoned 1 by telegiajih 
from Belfast an<l other jxiints anil at- 
t«'ndcd to the want« of the injured, 
while the dtsiul were taken fi-oin tlu! 
ruins as fast as jxiSHible and ])laced in 

rows UJioji the gniKS. 

The 1 n(.,'inei'r, fireman and tr^iard of 
the lejir section of the excursion train 
ami the tiatlic manager's clerk were ar- 
rested, charged with oiusing the acci- 
deet. and remaiKhxl without 1 ail. 

The pas.seiip'rs on the hind train were 
not injured. They alighte<l and assisted 
ill the W(jik of relief. The scenes on 
the idiMititiciition of victims by friends 
or relatives Wfre painful in the extrenie. 
All the bodies have now l)een talu-n 
from the wieck. The total killed an- 
seventy-two, of which sixt^'-four hav<i 
been i^entilietL 

The number of injured is about one- 
third of the entire number of passen- 
gers. Many of these are certain to suc- 
cumb to tha affeoto of their iujuriea.

The Sanitarium consists of two s'one 
cottages, and are visited by all who enter 
tbe cave, on account of the melancholy 
histfiry attached to them. These and ten 
frame ones, the frame ones now torn 
(own, were built in 1S43 for the use of 
tjitien consumptive patients, who here 
took up their abode, induced to do so riy 
the temperature and oxygenated -air of 
the cave, which has the purity without 
the rarity of tbe air in high altitudes. 
The secoml s'oae house was a dining 
room. All the reat were lodging rooms, 
and well fnrnlabed. Tbe experioBent was 
an nftt-r failure, aa Wi^S also the atteniin 
on the part of these poor invalids to make 
trees and shrubbery grow around their 
dismal huts. 

The "Cork .Screw" route and other 
I>oints deserve special mention, but space 
will not permit it. Mr. Ganter, tli*- 
manager of the cave, is a polite, accom- 
niodatim; gentleman, as are also the 
guides, who take particular pains to have 
you hear the interesting history of each 
point you visit. It would take a book to 
give anythiag likea biatory of Mammoth 
Cave, and the half would not be told. 
Kvery one who is able should visit if. f >r 
certainly there is nothing in tbe way of 
cavern to compare with it.
